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N e w Y o r k , June 2 4 , 1881*. 
W hen a m illion and a half people be­ 
lieve it the correct thing to go, going be­ 
comes the order of the day. 
F lat and 
unprofitable 
however is the going of 
1,499,600, not a few of whom don’t go. 
It 
is the sacred 400 who chiefly interest the 
profane m ultitude. 
M any are gone to 
the Exposition, 
Tuxedo l ’ark incloses 
some, Lenox and Newport come in for a 
share and Saratoga awaits the rem ainder. 
Behold them judiciously distributed and 
then------ 
Now comes the second, or as I would 
say, the first stra ta of N'ewr York Society— 
the ancien noblesse of the metropolis, who 
calm ly survey or perhaps rem ain sub­ 
lim ely 
unconscious 
of 
social antics. 
AN rapped in the m antle of genuine gen­ 
tility , they form th eir own court circle; 
living most ot them on comparatively 
modest incomes of from ten to fifteen 
thousand a year. 
F ifth Avenue man­ 
sions are too fine for them and they set­ 
tle on quieter side streets, even here a 
rental of two or three thousand dollars 
draw ing a little heavily upon their re­ 
sources, since one m ay readily divine that 
house rent is only a basis upon w hich to 
lay a fabric of furniture, servants’ wages, 
children’s schooling, boys’ college expenses, 
girls’ dresses,some jew elry and paterfam ilias 
only knows w hat. 
Things must be done 
modestly and nothing is left for carriages 
and horses. 
Secure of their own standing, 
the noblesse suit them selves as to “going.” 
Some elderly members prefer th eir own 
large, cool homes w ith home comforts, to 
th e restraint of hotels and boarding bouses 
and wives or daughters rem ain w ith them. 
B ut if convenient and desirable, they dis­ 
perse themselves along the shores of Long 
Island or lrequent m ountainous regions 
unknown to garish crowds, where, joined 
by refined parties from Philadelphia, thev 
pay w ithout effort a board of from $18 to 
$21 per week. 
It is precisely this absence of effort th at 
constitutes the charm of this really charm ­ 
ing society. 
The ladies would feel greatlv 
offended to see their names in print, anil 
bold would be the editor who would send 
reporters to w rite up th eir toilettes. 
Edi­ 
tors know th eir calling better however, 
and letting them alone, the gabbling world 
forgets they live. 
Of course the newly 
risen hate them and like to vent their gall 
by patronizing speeches as when one said 
th e other day, ‘A believe there are people 
who live on ten thousand a year, but I 
can’t think how they do it.” 
Yet peaceful is the lot of the ten or fif­ 
teen thousand-dollar m an compared with 
th at of the potentate of millions, 
lie of 
one m illion has hut planted his foot on 
the fiist ascent of the H ill of Difficulty. 
In the first place, there are his old ac­ 
quaintances to be gotten rid of and new 
ones made, 
i'e t is easier to lose than 
make. 
One can readily e lough, in gen­ 
eral, get rid of one set, but how about get­ 
ting into another? 
An invaluable Brown 
of Grace Church has passed into history as 
a furnisher of names, but now th a t the 
Shades inclose him, they are gotten all 
the same. 
Then comes the sending out of 
a thousand invitations, the sapper, rna’s 
and the girls’ dresses, the flowers, the 
dreadful moments of expectancy as to who 
w ill come. 
Some always do, however, and 
if the cards are deftly handled the some 
bring others. School^, churches and chari­ 
ties are steeping stones. 
A notable pre­ 
lim inary to social advent is the sending of 
the family A ram intas to a fashionable 
school. 
The instincts of successfnl New 
York school mistresses become 
indeed 
phenomenally sharpened, and the good 
dames have reduced to a science just who 
m ay be adm itted and who repulsed. 
It is 
th e main part of th eir duty, and she who 
fails rightly to discern the present or an­ 
ticipate the future will be found w anting 
when rent day comes. A gain, what rector, 
wishing to “build up his congregation,” 
would snub the pa who can put down 
handsomely for any sort of thing, or the 
m a who can do the same ? 
Mas are like­ 
wise godsends to Presidents of charitable 
societies who want to put on aim to other 
charitable Presidents, and an outside and 
selfish world little dream s w hat rivalries 
there may be between a home patronized 
by Mrs. A. and an asylum under the aus­ 
pices of M rs. B. 
T hen who knows w hat business projects 
m ay not l>c furthered by a convenient loan 
of thousands at the right moment. 
A man 
who can loan is not unsought liv business 
men. 
A man who owns a yacht (new- 
social comers run to yachts) can take the 
right people on excursions or lend the 
yacht when he is too much of a social be­ 
ginner to go himself. 
A t all events the 
scraping in process can be accomplished, 
unless some positively huge anil unswal- 
lowable difficulty be in the way. 
Yet, once in, the trouble lues only be­ 
gun. 
T here are others to be kept out. In 
view of a continual pressure, this requires 
a perpetual exercise of nerve tension. 
Exclusive parks, eucompassed by fences, 
w ithin w hich nobody who does not show— 
the records are blotted at this point and 
can't be quite made out, so 1 will change 
the topic—adducing only one notable in­ 
stance, th a t of K yrle Bellew, whose intro­ 
duction to Tuxedo caused a summary ex­ 
pulsion and almost blood shedding. 
Now and then may come a battle of 
the giants—a contest to which a continent 
stops to listen—as when the Astors made a 
huge effort to keep out the A’anderbilts.

It 
cost sixty millions of money, W illiam II. 
A'anderbilt’s life and Robert G arrett’s 
brains, the only parties advantaged being 
th e public, who rode for a cent a mile and 
kept the rem ainder in their pockets. 
O f course we have some families both 
w ealthy and refined, but w hat I do wish to 
say is that the enormous outside pressure 
on the barriers w herewith they would 
fence themselves in, is too strong for resist­ 
ance. 
They m ust give way and one by 
one new forms and faces llit even ¡D their 
august presence, and by invitation go bold­ 
ly up their front stoops. 
A woman whose 
name constantly appears in the records of 
society feasts is so vulgar as to be markedly 
profane— at least when at her ease, while 
the ignorance of more than one New York 
m illionaire is absolutely dense, except so 
far as money-making and spending goes. 
I could name a financial hero who believe? 
in the identity of Sir John and Benjamin 
F ranklin and who, when Chaucer was 
was mentioned, in his presence, asked 
naively, “ AVhat is a Chaucer?” Doubtless 
he thought the poet some new kind of 
saucer which he m ight buy to put on his 
parlor table. 
\\ hat do these people talk 
about; w hat can they talk about? 
Money 
or what money will bring, or if ladies are 
present, such delightfully refined questions, 
perhaps, as “ W hat’s the m atter with get­ 
ting m arried?” are in order. 
It is small 
wonder then, that a lady in arranging a 
dinner, gave special orders that 
toast 
should lie served with the soup and left on 
th e table when the soup was taken away, 
“ fo r” as she added, “ it will give them 
som ething to do.” 
Im agine twelve people 
around a social board, all m unching toast 
for “ som ething to do.” 
W here were their 
ideas? 
The crunching 
of toast 
must 
answer. 
G reat then are the snares and anxieties 
th at beset New Y ork’s people. 
Those who 


would keep themselves pure, cannot, and 
their atmosphere becomes insensibly v iti­ 
ated. Money, which brings them so much, 
must be had at all hazards, and in the 
spending of it comes vanity and vexation 
of spirit.

LEARNED IN A LOGGING 
CAMP BY 
MISS CAROL CROUSE.

T he unfortunate city of Seattle may 
have suffered from her great fire, but she 
will escape the ravages of the poets and 
th eir poetry. 
I t is a hard m atter to find a 
rhym e for Seattle.

A ll around Puget Sound a canoe is the 
family carriage not only of Indians but 
whites, and is the first object th a t attracts 
attention to native work. 
In one piece 
always, sometimes 100 feet long, built in a 
country of heavy forests, they suggest an 
immense amount of work in transporting, 
w ithout the help of beasts, suitable trees 
from th eir birth to launching place. 
H is 
canoe is the Indian’s horse, house and 
criterion of standing; 
so upon it he 
lavishes m onths of patient labor to pro­ 
duce not only strength but graceful shape, 
dainty carving, painting and detail of 
finish sim ilar to Japanese construction. 
H is traps are neatly jointed w ithout nails, 
his cabin built superior to any other 
American natives. 
M any of his legends 
relate to removal from a far colder clime, 
and speak of anim als common in Japan, 
unknown u[ioii our northern coast, note- 
ably the fox, world-renowned for cunning, 
highest type of ability to uncivilized man. 
It is safe to say no Indian in A laska ever 
saw a fox, yet K evnard’s phiz is carved 
upon door-posts, eanoes_ jewelry or monu­ 
ments w ith most comical expressions of 
malice or glee. 
W hether their traits and 
traditions point to parentage across Behr­ 
ing’s Strait, or w hether an inborn instinct 
teaches man to speculate upon the creation 
of himself and surroundings, our native 
neighbors are worth study for comparison 
w ith our own standard of intellectual at­ 
tainment. 
A POTLATCH PARTY 
Is the school where Indian youths are 
taught the legends of their tribe. 
G ener­ 
ally in early summer, after the spring rains 
make easy paddling on little streams, when 
the w inter’s log crop has gone to m arket, 
clearing the passage for small crafts, and 
above all, when the men have earned 
money by helping sawmills rush through 
their spring building orders, then it is 
th at he or she who wishes summons their 
friends to make merry. 
The host’s duty 
is to distribute gifts to all, blankets, dry 
goods, groceries, or w hatnot. 
A t one pot­ 
latch of the w riter’s knowledge, an old In ­ 
dian woman distributed $2,000 in silver, 
to get which she had washed for loggers, 
sold fish, berries, gum, pitchpine, licorice- 
root, raised potatoes, chopped wood, shiv­ 
ered and starved for years, never eating a 
lull meal but in charity. 
A t this reunion 
men hunt, fish, play games and gamble. 
Women visit old friends, knit yarn socks 
for the loggers, swap gifts, and sew in crude 
fashion their newly given cloths. 
A t 
evening the forest products come in and 
every hunter cooks his game, w hile the 
women hake biscuits in “ D utch ovens,” 
roast potatoes in the ashes, and boil 
coffee. 
After feasting there is built a 
fire worth seeing. 
Perhaps since m orn­ 
ing big boys have scoured the woods for 
a pitch-pine stump, and have been all 
day bringing it home on several canoes 
lashed together. 
Piled high w ith other 
resinous woods, the yule log cracks like 
pistol shots, throwing frightful gloom on 
pine’s dark depth aud moonlit river’s 
breast. 
The people dance and sing their 
native songs far into the night. 
W hen 
weary, space is cleared, and a patriarch 
recites 
HOW PEOPLE CAME. 
Long, long ago when there were no [¡eo- 
ple but Siwashes they lived far across Salt 
Chuck (the sea). 
It was th eir custom 
when a boy neared manhood to p u t him 
into the forest where lie would be starved 
and tortured to show w hether he had 
bravery that would bring blessings on his 
tribe. 
If endurance failed, life became a 
burden from ridicule, but if strength and 
courage conquered he went in peace. 
One 
tim e the chiefs son went to undergo the 
usual tests. 
Four days passing came the 
father to bring home his son, but tiie lad 
begged another day, promising to return 
ere dark. 
N ight came but brought him 
not, and the father said, “My son, of whom 
I was so proud, would be here had he the 
strength to come. 
R ather than be dis­ 
graced by this weak-hearted boy I will kill 
him with my own hand.” 
The boy’s grandm other could not bear 
to think of so sad a fate for her favorite, 
and counseled her son. 
“L et us take all 
the people, all the dogs, houses, food, 
everything to keep life in him and go 
away. Then he will die and we shall not 
see his corpse.” 
ifo the chief collected everything into 
canoes and left. 
Four days they paddled 
Salt Chuck (Behring Strait), coming to 
new lands, where they disembarked. 
A day after his appointed tim e the 
chief’s son came home, but gone were all 
his people, gone fire, food and iktas (every­ 
thing). H e said, “Alas my father, had you 
but waited. 
The forest fairies bade me 
m ake a robe of bird skins slain by my own 
arrow arid it should be my Tomahnous, 
(magic wand). 
1 worked hard but could 
not get it done on time. 
H ere is the 
beautiful robe, but who shall praise my 
skill since I am alone? 
I care not for 
life and will end my wretchedness.” 
I‘[xin the beach sands lay a tinted shell 
w ith sharp, projecting edge. 
T his he 
siezed wherewith to cut his throat, blit no 
sooner did the shell touch his neck than it 
changed into a lovely maiden and the 
youth said, “Now I have a companion, hut 
we care not to live alone.” 
So together 
they collected old clam shells, fish bones 
and cultus iktas (worthless tilings), over 
which 
he waved the 
fairy robe and 
changed all into people of many kinds. 
T he people gathered up bits of wood, from 
which the magic wand brought fire. 
Into 
the sea waded he, waved the robe and lo, 


a school of fish was thrown 
u j k i i i the 
beach. 
N ext in air waved his robe and at 
his feet lit a big bird with a big bag under 
its chin. 
Said the boy, “Take a load of 
these fish to my grandm other.” 
Away 
flew his messenger coming where the 
grandm other rocked herself in a canoe, 
moaning the lost one. 
The bird spit her 
canoe full of fish, said, “H ere is a present 
from your grandson,” and disappeared. 
Calling on the chief, she said : “ See, our. 
iioy lives. 
\Yc did wrong to leave. 
Let 
us return, because he works magic and can 
take care of us all.” 
The chief feared, 
and first sent embassadors, who were aston­ 
ished on reaching th eir old home to find 
strange ]ieople there. 
The boy came on 
the beach, received them kindly, filled 
their canoe with gifts, and said:’ “ Tell 
your chief his people are no more my 
[>eople. 
O ar tribes are not alike and may 
tight. 
Tell him to keep the country where 
he went and 1 will stay here.” 
T he men 
returned and the tril>es never m et. 
They 
spread everywhere, and here we all are. 
BATTLE OF THE BUTTES. 
There was a tim e when earth knew no 
such forms as now. 
G reat leasts, whose 
types long ages since did pass away, roamed 
trackless forests deep or woke wierd echoes 
with wild cries ere voice of man had yet 
been beard, and chaos reigned supreme.

E arth, trem bling in thrills of joy and pain. 
Huge ocean waves spread over undulating 
lands or beat their hoary heads ’gainst 
giant cliffs th at thrust them back into the 
sea.

It does seem to me th at if experience is 
to any extent a teacher of the human 
family, tim e has about presented the occa­ 
sion when marriageable young men and m ar­ 
riageable young women should realize the 
full im portance of selecting a comrade for 
life, and above all things in this world 
avoid the one great, serious and dreadful 
mistake of a marriage th at makes the wife 
or the wife’s father the master of the finan­ 
cial situation in the new enterprise. 
The 
husband may be true, he may be devoted, 
he may be industrious, honest, and have 
brains, but the purse in the pocket of the 
wife’s parent, or in her own even, will 
belittle him in their estim ation, as sure as 
his devotion, enterprise, industry and in­ 
tegrity may be unquestionable. 
It is natural th at it should; and a situa­ 
tion to vhe contrary is against nature, and 
there can be no condition against or op­ 
posed to nature w ithout a penalty. 
I shall 
not presume or attem pt a philosophical 
discussion, and go into the ordinances of 
the Creator, and attem pt to 
show the 
natural and organic causes th at make man 
th e master of every situation, but shall 
come down to modern times and employ 
more recent conditions to illustrate what 
I have to say. 
A ll good women admire 
good, true, genuine “manhood,” and it is 
worth more in th eir estim ation than all the 
gold in the Indias. 
A man need not be large and handsom e; 
it is not necessary for him to have a deep 
voice and a large mustache or whiskers. 
It is not essential th at he should excel his 
fellow-beings in everything he attem pts; 
hut if he has strength of character, con­ 
sisting in energetic and ambitious man­ 
hood, the woman whose love he shares 
looks on him as her champion knight, 
and the pride she has and feels in the 
strength of his character constitutes about 
two-thirds of the m aterial they call love. 
B ut you say, “ W hat has th at got to do 
w ith young poor men or old poor men 
m arrying rich young women or rich old 
women ?” W ell, it is this. I m aintain th at 
a woman’s love for a man is not an idle, 
fanciful infatuation, tem porary and roman­ 
tic, but a noble impulse, deep-rooted as the 
coral of the sea, constant, enduring and as 
firm as her constitution is frail. A nything 
th at has a tendency to weaken or detract 
from the estim ation a woman has placed 
on the valor, force of character, or (I can 
use no better term) manhood of her hus­ 
band, necessarily affects her love, and 
when th at becomes im paired or lessened 
the foundation of her soul wane and her 
purest perceptions are in danger. 
N ature 
intended th at 
“ m an ” should be the 
“ breadwinner,” and th e young m arried 
couple who start out in life, under circum­ 
stances to the contrary, will come to grief 
nine times out of ten, and the divorce 
records of this country are my authority. 
A man who will accept the hand of a 
woman whose associations in life under the 
parental roof have been luxuriant, know­ 
ing at the same tim e th at his means will 
never perm it of the same elegant surround­ 
ings, and th at she will be deprived of them 
unless furnished by herself, takes a step 
that has a thousand times before led men 
to disgrace, hum iliation, and ruin. 
A man who can stand on the threshold 
of his own door and to his wife say: 
“ T his is yours aud mine,” and have her 
know and realize th at it is his, either by 
inheritance or purchase, is safe. 
But a 
man who stands in the doorway by his 
wife, and she says to him : 
“ This is 
papa’s,” can be assured th at his stay will 
be brief, and ignominious as it is brief. 
And it is not strange, whatever may he 
the strength of his character, his wife does 
not have, and never will have, the feeling 
th a t she is entirely dependent upun his 
strength, courage, industry, and manhood, 
and unless she does feel th at dependence 
her love is not a genuine passion; he is 
not, and cannot he, as long as those circum­ 
stances exist, her ideal of a man. 
A t first 
the novelty and responsibilities of the 
situation will hold both together, but just 
so sure as her existence is a fact, she will 
find herself wishing th at their home was 
less pretentious and its construction at­ 
tributed to her husband, by whose hands 
or from whose pocket it should have been 
constructed. 
T his may be idle talk, but I doubt i t ; 
and 1 venture to say th at the woman who 
stands by her husband, w ith the knowledge 
that the little white-washed cottage where 
they live was built by his strong brawny 
arm, and out of his savings from toil, has 
a deeper, more devoted love, and looks 
upon him w ith a greater pride, and is 
happier when she is near him, than she 
who treads the polished floor of a mansion, 
in the construction of which her lord never 
bought or turned a stone. 
There has been 
a period in the history of this country 
when divorces were unknown,anil that period 
covered the times when the man stood 
with one hand grasping his sword or rifle 
while the other arm encircled the waist of 
his faithful wife. 
In him she saw a heroic 
protector, a true husband, a man of bravery, 
courage and endurance. 
By his side alone 
was she safe; by him alone was she pro­ 
vided for. 
Compare, if you can, the devo­ 
tion of those two souls, with the fashion­ 
able surroundings of a modern dude and 
his wife, just installed in th eir elegant 
quarters, erected by tlie wife’s father and 
furnished by the wife’s mother. 
I do not 
mean to say th at women should be de­ 
pendent to the extent of losing her in­ 
dividuality. 
I do not believe in a de­ 
pendence th at consumes any of her privi- 
ieges or rig h ts; but I do believe the hus­ 
band should he the provider and the pro­ 
tector in every sense of the word, from the 
start of life’s voyage to its close. 
And no 
man can make a greater mistake than to 
place him self in the position of a pen­ 
sioner; and the greatest mistake of all is 
to allow the wife or wife’s father to provide 
for and furnish the “ coop.” 


There is another problem in our social 
fabric th at will soon present itself with 
considerable force, and that is the employ­ 
m ent and avocations of women. 
The advancement of women to positions 
they were never calculated to till has in 
the hast quarter of a century been great, 
and at the present tim e there are indica­ 
tions going to show th at their sphere of 
occupation is becoming wider, and I firmly 
believe we have occasion to view it with 
alarm. 
No one will deny the proposition 
th at woman, from her very nature and 
constitution, is not calculated to mingle 
with, compete with and strive for exist­ 
ence among the sterner sex. 
As the flowers depend upon the sun­ 
shine aud rain for their existence, so was 
woman made to depend upon the industry 
of man for a livelihood, and where society 
fails to enforce that law of nature the [¡en- 
alty will follow as inevitably as warmth 
flows with the rays of the sun. 
There is something wrong in the neces­ 
sities th at compel our young women to 
seek employment where the duties and 
labor to lie ¡lerformed are 
essentially 
adapted to the strength and endurance of 
man. 
However, I shall not attem pt to 
offer a solution or suggest a remedy, and 
w hat is more, I have neither solution nor 
remedy to offer, but I can protest, and I 
shall here take occasion to do so. 
W hen in my observations I witness what 
I did the other day it puts me to thinking, 
and I firmly believe th at the tim e will 
come when an adjustment, rearrangement, 


or something of that kind, must surely 
take place, and tlie question of woman ? 
occupation and sphere again lie established 
where it once was and should lie, at the 
home, by the cradle, where her authority 
is supreme, and her retirem ent in keeping 
w ith the purity, virtue, and sacredness of 
her life. 
It was out at a cannery, and I saw as 
beautiful a girl as ever graced and adorned 
th e home of her birth actually engaged in 
carrying large baskets of fruit to a corner, 
where she would be seated on a box in the 
midst of filth and flies, pitting and pealing 
the fruit w ith a pair of hands so slender 
and soft and w hite that God knows they 
w ere never intended to do such work as 
that. 
But there she sat, unmindful that 
she was indeed a slave, and I would almost 
be willing to stake my life that the earnings 
of th at fair, fraii little creature contributed 
to the support of some worthless father, be­ 
cause no decent man would put s«> tender 
and beautiful a girl as that in a place 
where tenderness and beauty will fade 
away, and a sweet pure, simple character 
made to feel and bear the burdens of toil, 
and w hat should be the springtim e of her 
life made dark and dreary, w ithout pleas­ 
ures and w ithout hope. 
T his is but one instance in many. 
You 
will tind the same example on every hand 
—men lounging and women working, and 
say what you will, ease yourself as you 
may, this idleness and profligacy among 
men and increasing labor among women 
means eventually disaster to both. 
“ If I 
had my way about it,” remarked a prom­ 
inent State official to me the other day, “ I 
would levy a tax sufficient to support every 
woman in the laud, and the first one I 
caught using a wash-tub or type-wri ter 
would be punished, and the first man that 
would refuse to contribute his share I 
would hang; and in ten years we would 
have the best race of people in the world.” 
W e shook—because those were niv senti­ 
ments, too.

T here is a prom inent State official who, 
like all other men who have brains and 
character, has one or two very pronounced 
prejudices, and tlie one probably more 
fully developed than are others in his 
antipathy towards the telephone,

A ll right, much obliged, 
good bye.” 
O ur worthy official then resumed his 
seat, and opened another letter, when 
bang! 
w ent the old telephone again. 
T his tim e he never said a word, but walked 
up to the machine w ith a frown on his 
face, and the following one side of the con­ 
versation was heard: “ Hello! 
Yes, who? 
Fitzgerald! 
No, I haven’t seen him . 
Good bye. 
If th a t m an Fitzgerald wants 
to see me very bad why don’t he hunt me 
up, instead of inquiring all over town,” he 
m urm ured, as he again resumed his seat. 
T his tim e several minutes elapsed, but 
finally the telephone bell sounded again, 
and Air. Official again went to hear what 
it had to say. The usual hellos and whose 
theres were said, and our friend’s voice 
increased in volume and energy when he 
this tim e said, “ $av! who is this fool 
F itzgerald ? W hy don’t he come up here !” 
But the circuit was broken; he got no 
answer, so resumed his seat. 
H e m urm ured something about th e ------ 
--------------, and I hoped and prayed that 
the infernal bell would not ring again, but 
it did. 
Anil as it rang our worthy official 
wheeled around in his chair, looked at 
me, then at the telephone, and said, “I am 
agoing to that telephone again this time, 
and answer it, but the next time it rings it 
can ran t its —— head off’ and 1 shan’t 
touch 
it. 
W hat ? 
Who ? 
Fitzgerald. 
Say. in the name of God, who is this man 
Fitzgerald? 
Tell him th at I am not 
working for the telephone company, and 
if he wants to see me come up. Good bye. 
Fitzgerald (musing)— I wonder w hat on 
earth the man wants, looking all over 
town for me.” 
Ding-a-ling-ling-ling-ling rang the bell 
again. 
This tim e he fairly flew at it 
and for a m inute I thought the last mo­ 
m ents for the telephone were close at 
hand, and when 
I 
heard him answer, 
“ W ho did you say? 
Fitzgerald.” I knew 
the 
clim ax 
liad 
come 
and 
it had. 
T alk about the bine tint of a summer 
sky, the atmosphere became so blue in 
the room of th at official that it sm elt like 
the fumes of sulphuric acid. 
So I stag­ 
gered to the door and made m y escape. 
I started down town and met a “ repair 
m an ” of the telephone company coming 
up with all his tools and two rolls of wire. 
I asked him if he was going to build a new 
line. 
H e said n o ; but som ething like 
lightning had struck the wires around the 
Capitol building, and for four blocks they 
had actually been torn from the poles. 
H e passed on, but 1 afterwards heard noth­ 
ing was ever seen of him again. 
H e ran 
lip against the same ax th at our enraged 
official had used in demolishing the wires, 
and he now lies buried ’neath the dome 
of the Capitol.

He was a conserva­ 
tive in all things, but 1 always found him 
courteous 
and 
very entertaining, even 
when he was inveighing against the new­ 
fangled ideas (as he called them ) of the 
profession he so greatly adorned. 
In read­ 
ing the news of his death 1 remembered so 
many peculiarities of the old actor that 1 
am sure I eonld fill a liook w ith them : 
but two or three anecdotes must suffice. 
W hen Mr. G ilbert was engaged in Lon­ 
don supporting Mist Cushman iie was in­ 
troduced to the late John Ryder, him -elf 
a very tall man. 
Ryder was in his dress­ 
ing-room engaged in the arduous task of 
drawing on his tights when G ilbert was 
shown 
in 
by the friend 
who desired 
them to know each other. 
“ Mr. Rider, here is Mr. G ilbert, who 
desires to know you.” 
Riiler, who was stooping very low in hi? 
chair, with his head down, slowlv and 
tneasuredly began to look at Mr. G ilbert 
from the feet upward, and by the tim e be 
had raised him self to a sitting posture was 
obliged to raise his eyes upward to see 
< iilbert’sface. 
A look of awe and wonder­ 
ment came over R yder’s face as lie ex­ 
claimed : 
“G reat H eavens! 
I>o they grow all the 
A merican actors as big as that ?” 
One day when G ilbert was sitting near 
the box office of the old theater (now the 
Star), talking to me, a very old and de­ 
crepit gentleman w ith a cracked voice 
asked Tommy Bardon, who was in the 
office, w hether that gentleman, pointing to 
the actor, was really Mr. G ilbert. 
Being 
assured that he was the veritable person, 
the old gentleman tottered feebly through 
the iron gate and came up to us. 
"Excuse me,” he quavered, “are you Mr. 
G ilbert, the a c to r?” 
“ Ye?, sir, th at’s my name, and I am an 
actor,” thundered the veteran, looking 
down, as from an eminence, upon the 
querist, who was shaking like an aspen 
leaf. 
“Oh, th e n ,I’m very glad. 
Do you know, 
Mr. G ilbert, that I saw you act when 1 
was quite a small boy!” 
G ilbert’s answer came forth like a peal 
of cannon: 
“ Damnation, sir, what d've mean? D’ye 
think i ’m a hundred and fifty years old?” 
A moment after the old interviewer tod­ 
dled off, and G ilbert strode up and down 
the lobby steaming with indignation. 
C ertain parts which G ilbert played, and 
played frequently, had the most irritating 
effect upon him . 
Coddle was one and Sir 
George T hunder was 
another. 
AVlien 
dressed for these, and throughout the 
whole of their performance, there was no 
one bold enough to come near him. Lester 
W nllack knew his peculiar mood on these 
occasions, and was as sative and gentle a? 
he m ight 
have been with a fractious 
child. 
L ike the late Charles Mathews, I do not 
believe that G ilbert ever varied one single 
iota in the dressing of the parts he played. 
I know th at Mathews wore the same 
clothes in Dazzle when he played the part 
here that he wore when it was first pro­ 
duced at Covent Garden, and 
I am sure 
th a t Sir A nthony Absolute and Sir 1’eter 
Teazle, as G ilbert dressed them, never 
differed in a button, a tag or a shoestring 
from the tim e he first wore them . 
H e was 
conservative, as 1 have said. 
It is a pity 
there is not a little more conservatism, as 
he regarded it, fur the finer work upon 
the stage.

HOW ANATOLE WON HIS BRIDE. 


B oston has developed a new idea, a 
portion of Franklin Square having been 
set apart as a play-ground for children, 
where, within reason they can disport 
themselves as they please. It is worthy of 
imitation. 
Child life in cities is too 
much cramped and confined, and pre­ 
vented from revels in the exuberance of 
animal spirits that is an essential to 
healthy growth and wholesome intellect­ 
ual development. 
T h e oration of Mr. Edward J. Phelps, 
referred to in the dispatches of Friday 
was a magnificent efiort. It struck the 
key note of American thought when it de­ 
clared that moral strength in the nation 
without physical capacity is valueless to 
protect our citizens abroad, or command 
respect for our flag in foreign atmospheres. 
One or two more such splendid American 
orations as that, Mr. Phelps, and you will 
be as certain to receive the Democratic 
nomination for the Presidency in 1802 as 
you are living. 


T h e birth and rapid growth of such 
orders as “The Sons of America,” “Sons of 
the Revolution,” “Order of Americans,’’ 
clo., are the natural results of the main­ 
tenance in this country of the myriad of 
clannish foreign organizations. We do not 
believe in the necessity, nature or wisdom 
of American societies, as a rule; but it 
may be seriously considered whether they 
are not compensating, in some degree, for 
the multitudes of exclusive societies kept 
afloat by our citizens of foreign birth. If 
both classes of organizations could he abol­ 
ished, and American citizenship become 
the one and only fellowship, the better it 
would be for American institutions and 
the perpetuity of American ideas. 
O ur friends in boomland are respect­ 
fully advised of a new enterprise. At 
Pinevillc, Mo., a plodding cucumber- 
grower cut his hand, and carelessly al­ 
lowed some of the juice of his cucumber 
vines to get into the wound. An erup- 
tian followed over the entire surface of 
his body. Presently tlie pimples assumed 
the form of young eucutniiers, and in due 
time grew to regular State Fair size. The 
man soon resembled, says the St. Louis 
Republic, a bunch of bananas. The thing 
to do in iKKunland is to go into the human 
tillage business; plant on the real estate 
agents and lot s(«culators, and build a few 
more hotels to accommodate the immigra­ 
tion certain to rcsuit; for if Missouri can 
grow cucumbers on Pike county people, 
what may lie possible in our glorious cli­ 
mate, when the hides oí our enterprising 
boomers are summer fallowed, or are 
broken up and planted to citrus fruits? 
T h e Chicago InUr-Oecan says; 
It a newspaper were personified, we tbink it 
would hive 10 t<e I11 ihe feminine gender. 
There is much of femininity in the manage­ 
ment ot a newspaper. It is lull ot lact, full of 
d •Ucacy, ami, even in its most radical tjpes, it 
is conservative Oourage.it is true, is a most 
essential attribute of a great newspaper. Hut 
it should be the courage of .-itera, of Charlotte 
Oorday. of Joau of Aic. of Maria Theresa, of 
El zabeth ot Eng and. the heroism of <• .userva- 
tisin. rather than the brutish valor of Eugene or 
Hotspur. 
If a newspaper were to lie personified, 
we think it would have to be in the mas­ 
culine gender. There is everything mascu­ 
line about it. It is full of the shrewdness 
of business Diet, the gallantry of the gen­ 
tleman and the chivalry of the high- 
spirited man. In its most radical types it 
is conservative, l ut it is the conservatism 
of conviction of duty tempered by the 
humane instincts of the generous man. It 
has not merely the courage of feminine 
impulse, hut the purjiosive calm of judicial 
courage; the resoluteness of Grant, the 
energy of .Sherman, ti e fixedness of pur­ 
pose of Washington, the fearlessness of a 
Putnam, and the discretion of a Lee. 


There ought to be some means of pre­ 
venting the publication of such obscene 
and revolting “stuff” as the San Francisco 
Examiner and some others of the press are 
daily printing. There is not in all the 
books and prints the statutes make it crim­ 
inal to possess, or to send through the 
mails, or to oiler for sale, anywhere near 
such filthy, demoralizir.g and erotic nasti­ 
ness as appears in the columns ol some 
of the papers of this State from day 
to day. The excuse that the matter 
is report of proceedings in Court is 
not sufficient, for the worst of the moral 
miasma with which the columns teem is in 
the form of interviews and recitals of mat­ 
ters not testified to in any tribunal. It is 
shameful to journalists and an outrage 
upon the public that such “stuff” as the 
Examiner last week published, for instance, 
concerning an infamous amour, should lie 
printed and placed on public sale to cor­ 
rupt youth and demoralize tastes. Other 
paj>ers have patterned after it, and just 
now a torrent of vile and obscene matter 
is being poured out by the press. The 
same matter printed in book form would 
be prohibited from appearing on the coun­ 
ter or shelf of any decent bookseller in the 
land. The same matter, if in book form 
and offered for sale, would render the 
vendor liable to indictment, fine and im­ 
prisonment for violation of the express 
statute of the State. An offender was re­ 
cently sent to prison in San Francisco for 
selling printed matter not more ob­ 
jectionable. How can any conscientious 
man—or, waiving that—how can any man 
with wife, children and kindred, and 
claiming the respect of his fellows, and the 
right to move in decent society, excuse 
himself for such outrageous offenses as 
we charge to the proprietorship of the San 
Francisco paper named. It was this paper, 
freighted with such rottenness and moral 
poison, that a few days ago was circulating 
among the school children of the metrop­ 
olis on the strength of a prize it offered for 
intellectual competition. W hat is to be 
expected from youth before which such 
reading is placed ? It cannot be defended 
on the ground that it is news, for it hap­ 
pens that the major part of the rottenness and 
poison for which our offending papers make 
themselves the vehicles, is industriously 
searched out and concerns very indifferent 
people, and their purely private affairs. 
But however prominent the participants, 
there can be no justification for their 
dirty linen being thus publicly washed 
aud the “ suds ” scattered over the com­ 
munity, It is not surprising that provin­ 
cial journals should ape the example of 
metropolitan sheets. Ilere we have the 
San Jose Herald teeming with vulgar and 
demoralizing matter relating to a scandal 
in that city, that in recital makes any­ 
thing Raul de Kock wrote pale, and that 
is neither privileged by the law nor de­ 
fensible under the plea of enterprise. Is 
there to be 110 end to this sort of thing ? 
Are the decencies of life to be no more re­ 
garded ? Is this epidemic of filth to be 
permitted to run on unchecked, and every 
girl and boy in the State made brazen and 
hardened by familiarity with recitals that 
in their obscenity would put the lish-wo- 
men of Billingsgate to the blush, and make 
the abandoned of the purlieus of Paris hide 
their heads in shame ? There is nothing 
of jealousy in our complaint, since we do 
not aspire to the notoriety that rests on 
obscenity in print. When the R ecokd- 
U nio n for want of clientage has before it 
the alternative of catering to the tastes of 
the depraved and the libertines who feed 
on such matter, and cessation of existence, 
it will choose the latter. It does not, 
however, propose to remain silent before 
the outrageous conduct of certain of its 
contemporaries just now in the publica­ 
tion of matter that not one of the editors 
of those journals would so des rade himself 
as to place before his own children. The 
press of the State owes it to itself and the 
profession to call a halt in this march of 
obscenity. There is no paper that can es­ 
cape wholly from the odium of acts by 
journals of the State, that tend to de­ 
grade the profession and bring the news­ 
paper into discredit and loathing. If 
decent regard for the proprieties cannot 
be enforced by appeals to the moral sense 
of the journalists, then let the officials of 
the law intervene and punish offending 
newspaper publishers precisely as they 
would, and do, prosecute offending book­ 
sellers. 
T h e poll-tax abolition amendment to 
the Constitution was defeated in Pennsyl­ 
vania by an enormous majority. The 
general belief was that the people would 
crush cut the tax. The result has aston­ 
ished the wiseacres. The cities voted very 
heavily to abandon the tax ; the rural sec­ 
tions more decidedly to retain it. W hat 
does this mean? Simply that the country 
saw the opportunity to punish the city and 
defy the press, and improved it. For the 
poll tax is really obnoxious in that and 
other States where related to the voting 
privilege as demonstrated by public mani­ 
festations. It is esteemed also by many 
as a relic of the semi-barbaric; as a sign 
of servitude, originally distinguishing 
menials, slaves, and dependents. But it is 
notorious that rural residents are forced to 
pay the tax, while great numbers of metro­ 
politans escape it. Why then did the coun­ 
try vote to retain the law ? Thus far the 
politicians and newspapers pretend to beable 
to assign but one reason for the result— 
paying the tax is made a perquisite to the 
exercise of suffrage in Pennsylvania. In 
the cities this is the source of infinite cor­ 
ruption, for jvolitical workers pay the tax 
of the conscienceless voters to secure their 
support. But in the country this practice 
little prevails, and hence the sentiment 
that this one tax reaches all and forces 
some contribution to the support of the 
government, triuifiphed. But how does 
this verdict reflect upon the Pennsylvania 
press? Not flatteringly, by any means; 
for since it was quite unatiimous for repeal 
of the tax, it follows either that the rural 
population did not read the papers, or 
reading, did not accept their statements of 
fact, or their arguments against the tax. 
It may serve to convince editors and pub­ 
lishers that they are not nearly such im­ 
portant factors in the formation of public 
judgment as they are often given to es­ 
teem themselves. The people are very 
apt to do their own thinking. 


C h a ir m a n P a l m e r, of the State Pro­ 
hibition Committee, of Pennsylvania, says: 
“ It was a combination of villains that de­ 
feated prohibition.” Mr. Palmer needs to 
learn that there is no strength in vitupera­ 
tion. Calling your opjmnent a villain does 
not make him one. When Palmer is in­ 
clined to libel his fellow-citizens again, let 
him reflect on the truth of this suggestion. 
C o lo n e l F o rsy th e declares that the 
Scott exclusion law will bankrupt Califor­ 
nia in seven years for want of labor. Bosh ! 
But if true, California bankrupt will be 
I more desirable than California Chinaized.

This New Year's day recalls to my 
mind an episode of the siege of Paris, 
which, I flatter myself, greatly redounds 
to my credit. 
Let the reader be not 
alarm ed; I shall not take him to the 
ramparts, nor to the outposts, but simply 
to Trevise street, to the house of my old 
friend, Dutaillv, a rich manufacturer of 
chemicals, the husband of an excellent 
lady and father of a charming daughter— 
a skillful workmaD, a good patriot, some­ 
what fanatical on the subject of politics, 
but on the whole, one of the best men in 
the world. 
Having been overtaken, by the invest­ 
ment of Paris, at the very moment he was 
strapping his trunks for departure, he had 
consoled himself with the conviction that 
the city would not hold out eight days 
longer. 
The more provident Madame 
Dutailly, however, busied herself at once 
about purchasing supplies anti stored the 
house with such an abundance of edibles 
that, had the siege lasted three months, 
the family would not have suffered from 
hunger. She further completed her work 
of providing for the evil day by erecting 
in her little garden a cow-shed, chicken- 
house, and even a pig-pen, the inmates of 
which three months later would be worth 
almost their weight in gold. 
In October we rose up and called her 
blessed—I, especially, for whom a cover 
was laid at the Dutailly table every Sun­ 
day and Thursday evening, and who found 
there sufficient to compensate for the 
severe privations suffered during the rest of 
the week. How could one help, in those 
days of dire necessity, going into ecstacies 
over a ham omelette, or a bit of Swiss 
cheese, flavored with excellent wines, 
which had nothing in common with the 
chemicals manufactured by mine host! 
But I was not the only privileged guest 
at that hospitable board. Another had a 
place at my side; this was young Anatole 
Brichaut, the chief clerk of the factory, 
and the prospective partner and son-iñ- 
law of Dutailly. 
This worthy young man was small of 
stature, and of a melancholy disposition. 
His natural timidity was greatly increased 
by bis excessive afiection for his employ­ 
er's daughter, Mile. Gertrude, who, never­ 
theless, did not appear insensible to his 
humble suit. W ithout any words having 
been exchanged on the subject, the candi­ 
dature of Brichaut was regarded by the 
Dutaillys with sufficient favor to war­ 
rant the young people in believing 
their future union to be a settled 
fact.

A n In c id e n t o f H e r Visit to M o n tere y 
S om e Y e a rs A go. 
Eds. R ecord-Union : The following is 
an extract from an old journal, or diary, 
kept during the writer’s sojourn at Pacific 
Grove, and the occasion was recalled to 
mind by reading in the Record-Union of 
Wednesday of tbe peaceful death of Mrs- 
Rutherford B. Hayes. Possibly this may 
be the only record in existence of that 
bright day that Mrs. Hayes spent at Mon­ 
terey and vicinity : 
D el M onte. September 26'h.—W hat a 
marvel this place is. Last May it was a 
sand-bank, and to-day you can almost 
fancy yourself in the Garden of Eden, al­ 
though of course the inhabitants ere very 
different. The Southern Pacino Railroad 
own this place (as indeed they do the 
Grove ', and they have surely demonstrated 
what money can do. Beautiful Del Monte ! 
Everv bit of you art, I acknowledge. I 
like Pacific Grove better, for it is ali nature 
there—from the grand trees to the wild 
plants which raise their bright heads 
among the rocks and through the sand, 
and even the plain people, without any 
special manners, save those ot kindiy com­ 
mon civility, and where everybody speaks 
to everybody without an introduction, 
stem in some way in unison with the 
noble grandeur of the place. What a con­ 
trast to fashionable l)e! Monte! 
I am writing in the opeu air. It's a 
bright, brisk, pure air to-dav, and the sun 
is shining gloriously. Nature seems to 
have bedecked herself in holiday a:tire to 
welcome President Hayes, who arrived at 
Del Monte last evening. He was welcomed 
by a grand ball. Was it a welcome to him, 
1 wonder? 
His gentle-appearing wife 
looked as though she would bave enjoyed 
a prayer-meeting better; and indeed the 
President does not appear like a ballroom 
devotee.

The Presidential 
party are in tbetr carriages now, and I see 
coming upon the grounds the Pacific Grove 
coach, and I must go and speak to my old 
friends. 
September 28th—I was persuaded by my 
friends from the Grove to accompany them 
to the reception at the school-house in 
MoDterev, and then I went home with 
Viola Moore and spent the remainder of 
the day. We did not hear the whole of 
President Hayes' address, as we tarried too 
long before starling. The Grove party had 
never been at Del Monte before, and so I 
took them through the hotel. What a gala 
time it was! First through the verandas, 
where tbe guests were assembled to witness 
the departure of tbe President and party. 
“ Seeing.but unseen.” described our position 
exactly, for everybody was looking at the 
distinguished visitors, and we could look at 
everybody. Then we went up-stairs, and 
down stairs—through parlor, ladies’ bill­ 
iard room and ball-room. To reach the 
latter named place, we passed through the 
punch-room, where the unwashed glasses 
remained from the previous night's “ wel­ 
come."

Some she kissed, some 
she spoke a pleasant word to, a few she 
shook hands with, aud then she went away 
to her carriage; and I thought; “ How 
tired, how weary you must be; how can 
you take that long ride to Cypress Point 
before you take the train this afternoon ? ’ 
Tne party passed through an edge of the 
Grove, but I suppose did not have time to 
call on us. 1 wisu they might haveetopped. 
I am sure they would have been delighted 
with tbe natural beauty ot the place.

USES OF ADVERSITY. 
If none were sick and none were sad, 
What service could we render

II sorrow never claimed the heart 
Aud every wish were granted, 
Patience would die and hore depart; 
Life would be disenchanted. 
WOMEN AS INVENTORS. 
The first patent granted to a woman was 
to Miss Mary Keif, in the year 1S00, for 
weaving straw with silk or thread. The 
next was fifteen years later, when Mary 
Brush received a patent for a corset. Two 
years afterward Sophia Usher followed, 
with cream of tartar carbonated liquid. 
In 1822 J ulia Plantón had a foot-stove 
patented. Of later years the entries in 
the Patent Office at Washington have been 
annual. 
In the half-century between 
1800-58, precisely fifty patents were 
granted to women. They are all em­ 
bodied in one page of the record. But 
in the year 185S the entries fill a full 
page; by 1803, three pages. The fir-.t 
native patentee whose address is recorded 
is Avdalena S. Goodman, of Duval county, 
Florida, in 1859, for improvement in 
broom brushes. Up to the outbreak of 
the civil war, she and one other were the 
only Southern women who had thus dis­ 
tinguished themselves. During the same 
period New York hail furnished fourteen ; 
Massachusetts, four; Ohio, two; Maine, 
Connecticut, Indiana and New Jersey one 
each. 
These patents are bv no means confined 
to the domestic arts and conveniences, or 
to the hygiene and adornment of the 
female sex. In 186-1, Mary -lane Mont­ 
gomery, of New York, brought forward 
her improved war vessel. In the same 
year, a young woman from Michigan in­ 
troduced the improved lantern dinner-pail. 
Miss Montgomery also devised an im­ 
provement in locomotive wheels; and she 
has many associates in railway inventions; 
even to an apparatus for destroying vegeta­ 
tion 011 railroads. There is a woman in 
Iowa, who, with a male partner, makes an 
improvement in cigars. Another, in Phila­ 
delphia, invented a moustache spoon. A 
Boston woman contributes a trousers-tree ; 
and another, an apparatus for killing mos­ 
quitos. There are devices for inducing 
sleep, for restoring facial symmetry, for 
exposing hair to the action of heated 
vajiors; and for every imaginable device 
of the toilet, from breast-works to bustles, 
from cosmetics to patent calves, from bangs 
to corn plasters. 
THE DUCHESS D’uz&s. 
There is no woman in France who claims 
a larger share of public interest just now 
than the Duchess d’l ’zes, who for many 
years has been a leader in the exclusive 
social circle of Faubourg St. Germain, and 
is now the enthusiastic follower (and some 
say the pecuniary backer) of General 
Boulanger. 
She is the daughter of the Duchess of 
Montebello and granddaughter of the fa­ 
mous Yenoy Clicquot, the proprietor of 
the celebrated vineyard from which this 
champagne is made. The Duchess d’Uzes 
stili has a large interest in this splendidly- 
paying vineyard, and draws from it a 
considerable share of her enormous in­ 
come. She is midway in the forties, short 
in stature anil plain in features, but amply 
makes up for all short-couiings by her 
cleverness and talent, which, after all, is 
far better for a woman’s success than mere 
beauty. She belongs to the old legitimate 
nobility of France, and is not only an 
acknowledged leader in that ultra-exclus­ 
ive clique, but also among those who are 
given over to such aristocratic forms of 
sport as horse-racing, dog-breeding and 
driving four-in-hand, exhibiting a pretty 
fist at all these herself. She has a certain 
charming bon homme of manner which 
makes her popular with all classes. 
PERFUMED BAGS. 
Ladies of refinement are extremely fas­ 
tidious in the matter of perfumes. Hap­ 
pily for sensitive noses, the days of musk, 
cologne and liquid sweets generally have 
gone out of use, after the pomades of 
strong-smelling soaps that used to delight 
the vulgar. Since fashion now demands 
that handkerchiefs shall be delicately 
scented with perfumed powder only, the 
liandkerchief-case has come to be a neces­ 
sity. 
Of these, the newest kind is 
crocheted with knitting silk in a loose 
diamond-chain stitch, fashioned over satin 
of the same shade. The satin is cut into 
book-form and lined with thin silk of a 
contrasting shade, and the edge finished 
with lace. There is a fad nowadays for 
having all linen perfumed slightly with 
lavender, as our grandmothers did. The 
sweet stuff'is put into little bags of cam­ 
bric or silk: and placed between the sheets 
and taiile-cloths, as well as in the drawers 
where underwear is kept. 
Some «omen prefer rose or violet per­ 
fume, and, copying Mrs. Potter, the al­ 
leged actress who set the fashion, they 
make long mats of thin silk or cotton, 
fitted to the size of a drawer or trunk-trav, 
sprinkle them well with satcket-powder, 
cover with another piece of the silk, and 
“ tu ft” it with embroidery silk. Some­ 
times these bags are made of cheese-cloth, 
which are less costly and answer the pur­ 
pose equally as well. Thev retain their 
perfume for a year or more, and if kept iu 
the bottom of a trunk or drawer will per­ 
fume the entire contents—a great saving, 
by the way, on the old-fashioned method 
of keeping one’s belongings perfumed with 
liquids. 
DAINTY KICKSHAWS. 
There is a charitable woman in Brook­ 
lyn who has plenty of time on her hands 
but very little money in her pocket. In 
order to obtain funds for church, mission­ 
ary, hospital and similar purposes, she has 
hit upon a plan which yields her a larger 
sum than many rich people feel able to 
bestow upon their less fortunate neighbors, 
but which this woman religiously devotes 
to charity. Fhe spends lier spare hours in 
manufacturing “ pretty rtainty kickshaws” 
of silk, lace and needlework, such as the 
feminine soul delights in, and places them 
on sale, at moderate prices, in the women’s 
exchanges that abound throughout the 
country. Among many desirable things 
manufactured by this lady is what she 
calls a “sea-bag;” and the womau who 
made an ocean voyage without one has 
missed a convenience which she should 
not deny herself a seconil time. 
It is 
simply a large bag made of strong linen, 
divided into pockets ot graduated sizes, 
made to contain every imaginable article 
of woman’s toilet, from night-gown to 
hairbrush. The bag Is hung upon the wall 
of the stateroom within easy reach of the 
owner’s hand ; who, when suffering from 
sea-sickness, is in no condition to hunt 
around for missing hair-pins or slippers. 
STRAWBERRIES. 
A new way to serve strawberries, even 
better than to smother the luscious fruit 
in cream, is to treat them after this fashion: 
But a few slices of freshlv-eut lemon peel 
in the bottom of your prettiest glass dish, 
then fill it two-thirds full of hulled, red- 
ripe be.ries. l’ut some more lemon |>eel 
on top; cover the dish, and let it stand in 
the ice-liox ten or fifteen minutes. At the 
end of that time, put on some sugar and 
then pour on enough red wine to saturate 
the berries about three-fourths of the way 
up. Let the dish stand in the ice-box 
lung enough for the wine to get thoroughly 
coid. Then serve. The taste is some­ 
thing indescribable— far superior to berries 
and cream. It is not necessary to use ex­ 
pensive claret. Any of the rich, fruity 
wines of California will answer. 
Now that strawberries are at their best 
and cheapest, is the time to make plenty 
of jam for winter shortcakes. 11 is not 
necessary to buy the larcest and finest ber­ 
ries for this purpose. Use sugar in propor­ 
tion to t .vo-thirds of a pound to one pound 
of berries that have been mashed iu an 


earthen dish—remembering, for conveni­ 
ence sake, that “ a pint’s a pound, the 
world around.” Don’t leave your fruit a 
moment in tin pans or brass kettles, but 
use earthenware, wood and porcelain. 
Having cooked the well-mixed berries and 
sugar thoroughly, taking care not to burn 
them, seal up in glass cans, and you will 
find it fresh a dozen years to come—or 
would, were it not so good that the family 
are bound to eat it all in short order. For 
the winter tea or lunch table nothing 
pleases the children better, (or the old 
folks either, for that m atter', than a light, 
warm shortcake, piled high, with straw­ 
berry jam between. 
A LITERARY LADIES* DINNER. 
Mrs. Mona Caird, she who started the 
discussion, “ Is Marriage a Failure ?” 
lately presided over a literary ladies' din­ 
ners iu London. She is described as a 
pretty woman, one of the under-sized, soft 
and gentle sort. On that occasion she wore 
a white and gold brocade, witii rosebuds 
on her dress and in her hair, and carried a 
fan framed with velvety pansies. I 11 re­ 
sponse to the first toast, “The Martyrs of 
Life; tbe Married Ladies.”

HOW TO CLEAN OLD LACE. 
If you have some particularly pet pieces 
of rare old lace which you will not trust 
to the mercies of another, you will be glad 
to have the following directions for wash­ 
ing them yourself: Soak it at least twenty- 
four hours in cold, soft water, to loosen the 
discoloration of smoke and dust. Then 
make a strong suds of warm water and 
white soap. Saturate the lace in this and 
press it between the bands, aud afterwards 
cleanse it well by rinsing it in two or three 
cold waters. To stiffen it a little, but not 
too much, take one ounce of rice and let it 
simmer a tew minutes in a pint of water, 
strain through a fine sieve and while warm 
immerse the lace. Don’t wring the lace, 
but press it betwten the hands and roll it 
up in a dry cloth. After a couple of hours 
stretch it evenly on a pillow aud carefully 
pin over the surface, opening out all the 
little points and scallops and fastening 
them down with the points of ihe pins 
toward you. M lien the lace is quite dry 
unpin it troiu the cushion and lay it be­ 
tween the leaves of a heavy book. Even 
point applique can iu made to look as 
good as new by observing these directions. 
TIIE LATEST ENGLISH FAD. 
Since Americans are so fond of import­ 
ing English “ fads,” we may expect soon 
to see every fashionable carriage supplied 
with a tea-caddy and alcohol stove, and to 
smell the aroma of old Hyson along with

Dip fish into boiling water and the scales 
will come oft’ more readily. 
One quart of sifted Hour, well heaped, is 
one pound. No use to weigh it, for this 
rule is infallible. 
The very best thing with which to clean 
grained woodwork is cold tea. Never use 
ammonia, as for white pain*.

Once or twice a month boil the clothes­ 
pins with the clothes, and then dry them 
quickly, and you will find that they do not 
split so easily.

It was carried, and then the old 
patriarch went up to the Bresident’s table, 
drew from his pocket a large roll of bank 
bills and conn ted them—8800. Then he took 
another paekageof obligations—amounting 
to 813,840—and counted this out. and in .1 
few well chosen words donated them to 
the astonished synod, and asked a commit­ 
tee of reference to arrange the conditions. 
Subsequently, by will, he :u! led other 
sums, the whole living allowed to accumu­ 
late until it reached 830,000. Such was 
i the history of this endowment, which was. 
; so far as known, the first one made in our 
country, and certainly the first made in 
the Reformed Church, for theological edu­ 
cation. Not a dollar of it lias boon lost. 
I he interest has educated more than one 
hundred and twenty-five young men for 
the ministry, some of whom have bet 11 
among the most eminent and useful in the 
service of the church at home and in for­ 
eign lands. “And by it he, being dead, 
yet speaketh,” by many voices, in manv 
lands, through many ages.— Hi. op H'< - 
ren.

John’s Chapel, Washington, a class which 
was unique. It consisted of nine colored 
candidates and the sister-in-law of Bost 
master-Genera! W anamaker; the daughter 
of the late Justice Mattnews of the Su­ 
preme Court; the daughter of Secretary 
of State James G. Blaine; and Justice 
Gray, of the I nited States Supreme Court. 
A gentleman in New England has given 
§100,000, and Japanese gentlemen have 
subscribed aliout §70,000, to found a Chris­ 
tian University in Japan, according to a 
plan proposed by the Rev. Joseph Neesima, 
of the American Board. The collegiate 
institutions which Mr. Neesima has been 
building up for several years contain 
more than 900 students.

Miss Russell and Miss Everding of 
Nagaski, Japan, arrived on the Oceanic on 
the 19th and left for the East. Miss Rus­ 
sel! has itone a noble work in Japan. It 
is teu years since she went out. Miss 
Everding has been six years at work and 
returns much broken in health. 
The Bope has offered a large prize to 
whoever will publish the best book on the 
rights of the church in Rome and the ne­ 
cessities of the temporal power.

THE LECOMPTON CONVENTION-TERRY' S 
ATTACK ON BRODERICK. 


M ississippi Sounds the Secession itugle— 
Serious O utbreak a t Sail O ueutin 
—K arly-Day Fisticufts—E tc. 
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The Democratic Lecompton Convention 
assembled at the Congregational Church in 
this city on the 22d ot June, 1859, and was 
called to order by Joseph P. Hoge, Chair 
man of the State Central Committee. R. P, 
Hammond, of San Joaquin, was chosen to 
preside, and Judge R. T. Miller, of Trinity 
and Dr. J. M. Vance, of Butle, were chosen 
Secretaries. Among the more prominent 
members of the Convention were: John 
Boggs of Colusa, W. B. May of Contra 
Costa, G. G. Blanchard of El Dorado, W. 
H. Dalrymple of Klamath, Dan. Showalter 
of Mariposa, John B. Scott of Napa, Geo. 
D. Roberta of Nevada, E. G. Blessing and 
E. E. Eyre of Sacramento, P. E. Ccnnor 
(afterward General) of San Joaquin, John 
C. Maynard of San Francisco, C. R. Street 
of Shasta, Wm. H. Parks of Sutter, H. B. 
Davidson of Trinity, H. C. Kirk of Yolo, 
G. W. Trahern of San Joaquin, A. Hav- 
ward of Amador, P. Freer of Butte, J. G. 
Downey, of Los Angeles, H. I. Thornton, 
J. A. Johnson and Wm. M. Stewart of 
Sierra, W. 8. Wells and J. M. Lemon of So­ 
lano, A. L. Boggs of Sonoma, S. P. Ske- 
niker of Stanislaus, Ben. E. S. Ely of 
\Tuba, and many others then and since 
prominent in public life. John B. Weller, 
John Nugent and Milton S. Latham were 
laced in nomination fur Governor, andthe 
atter was nominated on the second ballot. 
The rest of the ticket was as follows : Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor, John G. Downey; Con­ 
gressman (Northern District), John C. 
Burch, of Trinity ; Congressman (Southern 
District), Charles L. Scott, of Tuolumne ; 
Judge of the Supreme Court, W. W. Cope! 
of Alameda; Attorney-General, Thomas 
H. Williams, of El Dorado; Clerk of the 
Supreme Court, Charles S. Fairfax, of Sac­ 
ramento ; Treasurer, Thomas II. Findley, 
of Nevada ; Controller, S. H. Brooks, of 
San Francisco; Surveyor-General, W. A. 
Higley, ot Sierra ; Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Instructiou, A. J. M oulder; State 
Printer, Charles T. Botts, of Sacramento. 
Of the entire list of nominees but one 
(Latham) was from a free State. 
It was on the closing day of that 
Convention that David S. Terry made the 
speech that caused the trouble leading utt 
to the duel with Senator Broderick and 
ending with the latter’s life. In a violent 
tirade against the Anti-Lecompton Democ­ 
racy Terry said : " Who have we opposed 
to us? A miserable remnant of a faction 
sailing under false colors, trying to obtain 
votes under false pretenses. They are the 
followers of one man, the personal chattels 
of a single individual, whom they are 
ashamed of. They belong heart and soul, 
body, boots and breeches, to David C. 
Broderick. They are yet ashamed to ac­ 
knowledge their master, and are calling 
themselves, forsooth, Ltouglas Democrats. 
' 
Perhaps they do sail under the 
flag of Douglas, but it is the banner of the 
black Douglas, whose name is Frederick, 
not Stephen.” 
On the day following (he adjourn­ 
ment of the Convention David C. 
Brodeiick and I). W. Periey (a friend of 
David S. Terry) met at ’ the breakfast 
table in the International Hotel, San 
Francisco, and the conversation turned 
upon politics. 
Broderick—referring to 
Terry's attack upon him in the Conven­ 
tion—said he would retract the assertion 
made by him that Terry was the only pure 
man on the Supreme Bench of California. 
Periey objected to the language, and Brod­ 
erick repeated it. Periey then applied to 
Broderick an opprobrious epithet, which 
the latter resented. 
The news spread 
through political circles and caused great 
excitement, especially when it became ru­ 
mored that Periey had challenged Broder­ 
ick and telegraphed Terry to hurry down 
from Sacramento. 
Drury Melone, ex-Secretary of State, 
and wno now owns the celebrated Oak 
Knoll farm, in Napa county, was then a 
young clerk in the St. George Hotel, the 
leading house in Sacramento. Among the 
guests of the hotel was Frank Schell, a 
delegate from Butte county to the Lecomp­ 
ton Convention, then in session. Schell 
had taken dinner, and as he was passing 
out of the dining-room Melone asked him, 
very politely, if the meal should be charged 
up to hiru. The Union says : ’‘Schell got 
mad and indulged in violent and obscene 
language. Retorts followed, and Schell 
struck at young Melone with a heavy cane, 
hitting him in the face and slightly cutting 
his upper lip. In the melee Schell ap­ 
pealed to his friends to come forward and 
lend him the amount of his indebtedness, 
but in vain. He was arrested by officer 
Deal. The room was crowded at the time, 
which was the reason assigned by Melone 
for not shooting his assailant, as he would 
have been justified in doing.” Schell was 
subsequently convicted and heavily fined. 
Emperor Napoleon issued an address 
to his troops on Sardinian soil, in which he 
invoked the blessing of God upon their 
efforts, but counseled them to rely chiefly 
upon a vigorous use of the ba\ met. 
Henry Ward Beecher vas then in 
bis prime, and pouring hot shot weekly 
into the ranks of hypocrites. In one of his 
sermons he said: ‘'There are sitting before 
me now. in this congregation, two hundred 
men who stuil their Sundays fall of what 
they call religion, and then go out on Mon­ 
days to catch their brethren by the throat, 
saying: ‘Pay me that thou owest! It's 
Monday now, and you needn't think that, 
because we sat crying together yesterday 
over our Savior's suflferings and love, I 
am going to let you off from paying that 
debt, even if it does ruin you !’ The world 
is overburdened with one-dav Christians of 
this kind, and they are the veiy men who, 
while singing ‘Hallelujah' the loudest, 
have the least real piety and love of God in 
their breasts. I would give you more for 
one man who mixes a little consistency 
and sincerity with his Sunday religion 
than for all the intolerant single-day 
churchmen in the world.” 
A stbry was going the rounds of the 
press about a young negro at Ouichita, La- 
having been scared to death by an elephant. 
A menagerie was encamped near the town, 
and the negro came suddenly upon the 
elephant picketed in a clump of bushes. 
He liad never seen so huge a beast, and 
started to run, but the shock paralyzed 
him. One paper referred to the matter as 
a case of “ elephanticide,” while another 
thought it should be called “ negrocide.” 
The first whispers of an attempt to 
dissolve the Union were just then faintly 
heard. The Administration Democracy of 
Lowndes county. Miss., had solemnly re­ 
solved that if a ” Black ” Republican Pres­ 
ident should be elected the Union nnt*t be 
dissolved. One resolution read: “ That 
such an election by a sectional msjority, 
and upon principles and a policy hostile 
to the political equality and security of the 
Southern S:ates, would he an act so of­ 
fensive and agzressive as to justify a resort 
to the most efficient measures for protec­ 
tion." The New York Day Hook, which 
voiced the ultraism of the Southern fire- 
eaters, was also predicting disunion on the 
slavery issue. 
. While some of the young men who 
had gone to the Pike's Peak gold fields 
were writing home fur funds to pay their 
way back to “dear old Pike," a correspond 
er.t ot a Minnesota paj>er was writiDg that 
the miners were “ very murh discouraged 
in that region, being compelled to dig 
through a solid vein of silver, four feet 
thick, before they could reach the gold." 
While the Dasliaways were holding 
a meeting one afternoon at the Forrest 
Theater a drunken individual named John 
Collins climbed in a back window and pre­ 
sented himself on the-stage stripped to the 
waist and his face blackened. He created 
a sensation among the auditors as well as 
the parties on the stage, and was with diffi­ 
culty removed. 
On the morning of June 27th a fire 
broke out in Oroville, destroying about 
twen'v buildings and causing a ioss of some 
$20,000. 
A terribly hot wave swept over the 
State between the 20th and 30th of June. 
In North San Juan, Nevada county, in 
Shasta and ufher places llie mercury went 
as high as 118° in the shade, and in some 
parts of the foothills men and live stock 
were suffering intensely from the heat. 
Birds were seen to fall dead while flying 
f;Óúi tree to tree. 
In *ihat year (1859) the vicinity of 
W hite Rock (on the line of the Placerville 
Railroad) had one of its periodical grass­ 
hopper plagues. The pests destroyed every­ 
thing green, as they did some five years or 
so ago in that locality. 
David Ross, of this city, exhibited 
to the Union a copy of the Bible printed in 
1599, just forty years after the first English 
version of the Scriptures was printed. Mr, 
Ross purchased the rare old volume in 
Maine in 1819 
Sealed proposals were asked for re­ 


pairing the bridge across the slongh on 
First street. 
Lieutenant-Governor Walkup and J. 
W. Williams, formerly an attache of the 
State Prison, had a rough-and tumble fight 
in front of the St. George building on 
Fourth street. Williams was getting the 
worst of it, when he drew a knife, but offi­ 
cer Cody reached the spot in time to pre­ 
vent him from carving the Lieutenant- 
Governor. 
On the 25th of June, when the pris­ 
oners at San Quentin were being turned 
into the brickyard, and when one hundred 
and fifty of them had gone out, they sprang 
upon the gate-keeper, overpowered him 
and took the key trom him, and nearly 
killed George Lee, one of the guards. 
Forty-five of them, mostly Mexicans and 
Californians, succeeded in making their 
escape. A portion of the mob made a rush 
for the large cannon in the yard, but were 
tired upon by the guard anil six of them 
killed and wounded. 
A circus was about departing from 
Sacramento one morning, when the team 
drawing the wagon containing a huge ana­ 
conda ran away, and the fear was ex­ 
pressed that the big reptile had been lib­ 
erated from his box and allowed to escape. 
Various stories were soon afloat of awful 
depredations by the snake. One was that 
a child and a goat on Tenth street had been 
swallowed. The horse and wagon were re­ 
covered, however, and the snake was still 
in his box. 
On the 21th of June E E. Eyre sold 
at auction to L. Winters a twenty-foot lot 
on Second street, opposite the Orleans 
Hotel, for $3.100. 
The monthly pay-roll of teachers 
and janitors of the city schools was less 
than $2,000. At the present time it amounts 
to upward of $7.000. 
The familiar name of Bob Durkin, 
the incorrigible thief and convict of later 
years, even then figured conspicuously in 
police circles. He and a juvenile pal 
named Plankett were frequently engaged 
in petty thieveries. 
_ 
Boissier Lafrance, a Frenchman, re­ 
siding at Eighteenth and B streets, was 
terribly burned on the night of June 24th, 
while rescuing his daughter and grand­ 
children from their burning house. A 
spirit lamp exploded and set fire to the 
room, and all the occupants were more or 
less bnrned. 
In the U nion of June 2Sth appeared the 
following : "A new kind of oil and lamps 
have been introduced in this city. The oil 
is manufactured from coal (coal-oil), and 
from its burning qualities would seem to 
partake of the character of gas. The oil 
furnishes a good light at less cost than 
candles.” 
Deputy Constable Jacobs had a

AROPND LAKE TAHOE. 
W hat People A re lining at "T he Gem of 
the Sierras.” 
J. B. Scott a wealthy rancher of Cosum- 
nes, who has a large mountain ranch be­ 
tween Truckee and Tahoe, is erecting a 
twenty-room hotel for summer tourists at 
Bear valley. 
Mr. Bailey of the Grand Hotel at Tahoe 
City has the usual number of tourists for 
this season of the year. 
Idlewild is being put in readiness for the 
family of J. B. Wright, Superintendent of 
the Sacramento Division of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad. Mr. Wright was up a 
few days ago on a visit of inspection. 
At McKinney’s the San Francisco school- 
marms hold the fort and are having a good 
time, with excellent success in fishing. 
Mrs. Kirby, at Emerald bay, has erected 
a number of very pretty cottages, which 
are also filled with teachers from San Fran­ 
cisco and Oakland. 
The Bellview Hotel at Sugar Pine Point, 
which was successfully conducted last year 
by Mr. Ksesir of Catson, is run this year 
by a Mr. Roberts of the same place. It 
was opened last week. 
The Tallac House is managed by the 
same parties as last year. 
“ Yanks” is pretty full and a number of 
people occupy tents in its vicinity. 
Sacramentans will be interested in “Ru­ 
bicon Park” the new place opened this 
year by Mr. A. L. Frost of Sacramento. It 
is one of the most beautiful locations on 
the lake. A fine dock was made last 
winter at an expense of $600, at which the 
steamer lands, and a force is at work with 
teams clearing off the debris and putting 
the lots in shape for the inspection of 
numerous Sacramentans who will make 
this point their headquarters for the com­ 
ing season. 
Rubicon Park occupies a half mile of the 
lake front, which is surveyed out in good­ 
sized lots, every one of which fronts the 
most bet ut ful sandy beach on the lake, 
making the boating and bathing most de­ 
lightful. Tne walks and drives are numer­ 
ous, and a carriage can be driven to the 
very feet of numerous cascades made by 
several streams from the mountains be­ 
hind and empty into the lake, and which 
can be directed into every lot. 
There are three or four cottages at the 
park at present, and another is being 
erected for George Mott, of H. S. Crocker 
& Co. It is reported that other Sac- 
ramentaus are talking of building. 
The presence of the genial Captain Tod- 
man will be missed this year from the 
deck of the steamer which makes her daily 
trip. He is quietly living at Tahoe City, 
and his health no longer permits of active 
service, at least at the present time. 
The water of the lake is the lowest 
known for many years, owing to the light 
snowfall last winter.

A meeting of the Directors of the City 
Board of Trade was held on Friday even­ 
ing to consider the proposition laid before 
that body by the State Agricultural Society, 
to guarantee the remaining $2,500 required 
to warrant the Society in adding $5,000 
(making the amonnt $10,000) for stakes for 
the initial spring race meeting next year. 
The Directors talked the matter over, and 
appointed committees to interview the lead­ 
ing business men of the city on the subject, 
and report to a full meeting of the Board 
of Trade, called for three o’clock to-morrow 
afternoon. The committees are as follows: 
First Committee—C. A. Luhrs (Chairman), 
George M. Mott and W. O. Bowers. Sec­ 
ond Committee—D. A. Lindley (Chairman), 
E. A. Crouch and J. O. Coleman. 
A majority of the Directors seem to be in 
favor ot guaranteeing the amount asked, in 
older that the State Agricultural Societv 
may proceed at once to formulate its stakes 
and programme of races. The time is 
about at hand when the colts that will 
show up in their two-year-old form next 
spring must be put through their paces, 
and it is necessary that nominations should 
be made before the "weeding out” process 
is commenced. 
Five enterprising citizens and firms—W. 
O. Bowers, Hall Luhrs & Co., Wm. Land, 
Gardner & Craigand Weinstock.Lubin&Co. 
—have each subscribed $500, making $2,500 
of the $5,000 required before the State So­ 
ciety will give au equal sum and assume 
control of the meetings. 
Stockton has 
already offered $3,500, and unless Sacra­ 
mento bestirs herself in a lively manner 
the latter will, to use a vulgar phrase, “get 
left.” There should be no trouble what­ 
ever in the Board of Trade raising the 
$2,500 between now and next April, and it 
would be taking no risk at all in guaran­ 
teeing that sum. There are many capital­ 
ists, firms and well-to-do merchants, who 
would subscribe sums from $50 to $100, and 
the Board can well afford to assume the re­ 
sponsibility at this time. As a business 
proposition, the matter should commend 
itself to wide-awake citizens. Once inau­ 
gurated on the plane on which it is pro­ 
posed to launch these spring meetings, they 
will pay for themselves afterward, and will 
attract to the city thousands of visitors, at 
a time of the year when our citv and the 
surrounding country are looking their best. 
Everybody realizes the advantage that 
the State Fair is to Sacramento, and yet 
that important event depends for its chief 
attraction upon the speed contests. It 
occurs at the only period of the year that 
can be said to entail the slightest discom­ 
fort to visitors from the coast sections; 
and yet they cannot repress their desire to 
“take in” the grand races, and the result is 
that at least $100 000 is expended in this city 
each year, to be divided up among all 
classes of business. The proposed spring 
meetings should prove even more attract­ 
ive and remunerative than the State Fair, 
for they would take place during the most 
delightful season of the year, when it 
would be a real pleasure to the residents 
of other places to spend a week in the 
capital city. 
The proposition has now been quite fully 
discussed—both by the press, on the street, 
and in the counting-room—and its ad­ 
vantages should be apparent to all. The 
time has come when Sacramento must de­ 
clare her intentions, and there is reason to 
believe that the members of the City Board 
of Trade, who are all practical business 
men, will take intelligent action.

Some distance from where the laborers 
work is a deep excavation, made some 
time ago, and which is now filled with 
water trom the late rain and general 
seepage. 
“We’ll have a swim,” suggested Bertie 
Cook, and Thanie readily assented, as it 
was warm and a bath in the pond struck 
him as being just the thing. 
Young Miller, however, declined to join 
them, but sat on the bank and watched 
his companions while they splashed about 
in the pond. 
“Let's go out further, where its deener,” 
suggested one of the infant bathers, and out 
they started. Young Miller watched them 
enviously, and had just made up his mind 
to take off his clothes and join them, when 
he was horrified to see both of his compan­ 
ions disappear suddenly beneath the slimy 
surface. Afier waiting several minutes, in 
the hope that they would reappear, Miller 
cried loudly for help. But nobody within 
bearing seemed to understand what the ex­ 
cited little fellow meant. 
He then became frightened and rau 
home as last as his little legs could carry 
him. At first he was afraid to tell any one 
about the terrible fate of his companions, 
but finally went to his father. John Miller, 
the undertaker. But even then the poor 
little fellow was in such a state of mental 
excitement that he could not remember 
the names of his companions, and it was 
with difficulty that he could ilirect Bing 
Brier, the well-known stenographer, who 
isa neighbor of the Millers, to the place 
where Thanie and Bertie went down. " 
Bing, who is an expert swimmer, ran 
over to the pond as fast as be could, and on 
his way induced a colored boy named 
Yasseis to accompany him. 
Arriving at the pool Brier saw the cloth­ 
ing of tlie poor little fellows lying on the 
bank, where they had left them, and tor a 
moment the stout-hearted fellow was par­ 
alyzed with horror.

C h ic a g o , June 29th.—The Grand Jury 
to-day returned indictm ents for complicity 
in the Cronin m urder against the follow­ 
ing persons : Daniel Coughlin, John Beggs, 
R. O’Sullivan, Frank Woodruff, M artin 
Burke, Patrick Cooney and John Kunze. 
None of the prisoners or suspects were 
represented in Court when the Cronin 
Grand Jury reported to Judge Shepard, and 
but few persons at all were present besides 
the officials, except a num ber of newspaper 
men. After the last formalities of the 
long inquisition were ended State’s At­ 
torney Lougenecker told* a num ber of re­ 
porters he had not yet dropped the case in 
its relation to A lexander Suilivan. The 
State's Attorney claimed that the Grand 
Jury had been unable, owing to the expira­ 
tion of its term, to hear all the evidence 
that could be presented against Mr. Sulli­ 
van. 


IN Q U IR Y AS TO SU L L IV A N 
W ould he continued to the next Grand 
Jury. W hether it would be anotherspecial 
panel, or a regular body, could not at pres­ 
ent be stated. 
It was conceded by Longenecker, in a 
private conversation, that up to the mo­ 
m ent that the term of the Grand Jury ex­ 
pired the authorities had not secured suffi­ 
cient evidence on which Sullivan could be 
convicted, and an 
indictm ent of him, 
therefore, so the State’s Attorney reasened, 
would undoubtedly result in an im mediate 
trial and acquittal, barring forever any 
other proceedings, a result which, from 
Longenecker’s standpoint, was not to be 
desired. 
Another reason for the State’s A ttorney’s 
course is said to be a hope on his part that 
on or before the trial of the men indicted 
is ended, some of them may he induced, 
through hope of saving their own ne -ks, 
to give evidence directly incrim inating Sul­ 
livan. 
witnesses held in reserve. 
Kunze, the Cronin suspect whose name 
became talked about for the first time to­ 
day. is a picture frame m aker who spent a 
good deal of lim e around the Chicago Ave­ 
nue Police Station to which detective 
Coughlin was attached. Kunze is supposed 
to have driven Coughlin to the Carlson cot­ 
tage on the fatal night of May 4th. 
State’s A ttorney I.ongnecker talks very 
positively about having evidence enough 
to surely hang Coughlin and Kunze. It is 
staled that the State has in reserve two 
witnesses who will swear to seeing Cough­ 
lin and Kunze near the cottage on that 
night and gave equally direct testimony 
against Cooney and Burke. One of the 
witnesses is said to be a mem ber of Camp 
20. 
The evidence against Beggs is understood 
to consist chietiy of suspicious passages in 
his correspondence with his superior offi­ 
cer in the Clan-na-Gael, Edward ¡Spellman 
of Peoria. 


C O ONEY S T IL L AT LA R G E . 
N ew Y ork, June 29th.—The Brooklyn 
police to-night said they had not found 
Patrick Cooney, the Cronin suspect, in their 
jurisdiction. 


E IG H T CA M PS SU SPE N D E D . 
P hiladelphia, June 29th.—Dr. Peter 
McCahey, acting for the Clan-na-Gael here, 
suspended eight cantps of that order, com­ 
prising the Sullivan faction, for their re­ 
fusal to contribute $75 each to aid in the 
prosecution of the Cronin m urder. It is 
apparent that serious 
differences have 
arisen between members of the Clau-na- 
Gael proper and the Irish Nationalist fac­ 
tion which will result in expulsion of the 
latter element from the order. In this city 
there are about 3,000 members of the order 
iu good standing.

W hile in Ohkotsk Sea, last sum m er, 
the ship Cape H orn 1’igeon, commanded 
by Capt. L. N athan Rogers, captured a 
whale, in the blubber ofwhicli was embed­ 
ded some foreign subs tance. On investi­ 
gation this proved to be a harpoon, broken 
off at its junction with the lance, which 
had been in the whale over thirty years.

moral influence: but we protest against 
their admission to power in that state 
which does rest upon force— the state in 
its adm inistrative, m ilitary and financial 
aspects—where the physical capacity, the 
accumulated 
experience and 
inherited 
training of men ought to prevail without 
the harassing interference of those who, 
though they may be partners with nten in 
debate, can in these m atters never be part­ 
ners with them in action. 
N othing can 
be further from our minds than to seek to 
depreciate the position or the importance 
of women. 
It is because we are keenly 
alive to the enormous valué of their spe­ 
cial contribution to th e community that 
we oppose what seems to us likely to en­ 
danger that contribution.

P a r i s . June 29th.—The American engi­ 
neers had quite a field dav yesterday. 
Eighty-eight of them , w ith their wives, 
daughters, and mothers-in-law, were re­ 
ceived by Paul de Cauville at the Petit 
Bourg W orks with 
great eclat. 
Thev 
started from the (jare de Lyon at 1:30 
o’clock and arrived a! Corbeil at 2:45 o’clock. 
They were conducted through the esca:- 
lish ra itt and seemed 
much impressed 
with the adm irable system that is followed 
through rut the works. After exam ining 
all the details of construction, the A m eri­ 
cans got into the De Cauville railway car­ 
riages again and were whisked off to the 
Chateau des Tourelles over a road that as­ 
cended a grade of 30 degrees and with the 
sharpest of curves. 
This line had been 
made especially for their visit and was the 
maiden trip of the little train. 
The Chateau des 
Tourelles, a most 
charm ing country house, surrounded by a 
beautiful park, where Mnte. de Mont span 
once frolicked and flirted, was reached in a 
few moments. 
As the train came to a 
halt on the lawn M. Paul de Cauville 
jum ped from a carriage and said : 
“ I wel­ 
come you fo my home. 
W on’t you walk 
in and lunch ? ” 
The Americans and their 
relatives did so immediately. The chateau, 
as well as the works, were gayly decorated 
with the Stars and Stripes. 
During lunch­ 
eon the Herald correspondent took occa­ 
sion to call M. De Canville’s attention to 
the scheme fc- the Congo railway recently 
published in the Herald. “ W hy could not 
a railway be laid from the Zanzibar coast 
to Victoria Nyanza? ” he was asked. 
"It could be done, and at comparatively 
little expense,” replied Paul de Cauville. 
A De Cauville railway, of sav sixty or 
seventy-five centimeters gauge, could be 
laid iu any part of Africa as cheap as, if 
not cheaper than, that of any other sys­ 
tem .” 
"How about the cost of construction ?’’ 
“The cost would be less than that of 
other lines, for a De Cauville line can sur­ 
mount steeper grades and turn sharper 
curves than any other.” 
"Then you think the project of a De 
Cauville road from the Zanzibar coast to 
the heart of Africa, say the Victoria Nyanza. 
or even connecting with the Congo, thus 
forming a trans-African railroad system, to 
be perfectly feasible?” 
"Yes, I do,” exclaimed De Cauville, and 
as he said so his eyes twinkled brightly and 
he nodded his head with an air of absolute 
conviction. 
After a few mom ents’ repose on the lawn 
overlooking the charm ing valley of the 
Seine, the Americans were whisked off 
again to Paris, m uch pleased with their 
visit. 


D E L A G O A

L o n d o n, June 29th.—A dispatch from 
Delagoa Bay reports a serious state of 
affairs there, arising from the railway 
troubles. A portion of the railway has 
been destroyed by the Portuguese". An 
English engineer who tried to defend the 
works was fired upon. The foreign resi­ 
dents are greatly alarm ed and crowding to 
the British Consulate for protection. The 
Portuguese placed a British interpreter u n ­ 
der arrest. The English residents demand 
his release. 
The Standard, comm enting on the reso­ 
lutions adopted by the shareholders of the 
Delagoa Bay Railway Company yesterday, 
blames them for im prudence. 
It urges 
that tt would be useless to force Portugal 
to fulfill her concession to the company 
and thinks Portugal should merely be com­ 
pelled to return to the company the money 
it expended and pay indem nity for the 
damage it caused. It says Lisbon must be 
blockaded in the Treasury to obtain justice. 
The Times is in favor of forcing Portugal 
to fulfill the concession. 
A report was received by the Chronicle 
from Durgan, saying that Portugal’s de­ 
cree cancelling the concession had been 
rescinded and not confirmed. 
At a Cabinet Council to-day it was de­ 
cided to send additional war-ships to Dela­ 
goa Bay.
